General Hart {ts now con- 
sidering an interesting question in con- 
nection with the approaching special 
session of legislature. Upon his 
decision depends whether or not the 
extra session will be gtven over entire- 
ly to the convict question, or whether 
other measures, among them the anti- 
lobby bill, will also be acted upon. 

The attorney general declined vester- 
the matter for publica- 
tion before framing his report to the 
governor, ‘but it is authoritatively stated 
that he will hold that the governor 
may include two or more subjects of 
legislation in call. The only re- 
'quirement is that each subject shall be 
of such importance that the need for ft 
creates an “extraordinary oceasion.”” - 

Tere is no constitutional limit to 
the time which may be consumed in an 
extra session. While the regular. ses- 
sion limited to fifty days, the extra 
session may continue for ninety days 
or longer, if the solons so elect. This 
year the extra session may continue 
until] the regular election of October 4, 
when the successors of the members 
of the present house and senate will be 
chosen. 

The special session cannot adjourn 
until actfon has been taken upon the 
subjects mentioned in the proclamation 
of the governor calling the extra ses-

WOMAN CRAZED 
BY ASSAULT 


Armed Citizens Search for 
Youths Who Committed 
Crime, 


St. Charles, Mo., August 13.—Sheriff 
Hines. of St. Charles county, and the po- 
lice of this city, assisted by armed cit- 
izens, are tonight scouring the country 
for the youths who last Saturday night 
dragged Mrs. Catherine Stucker, 38 
years old, a widow, from her bed and 
carried her more than a mile away to 
a deserted locality. Mrs. Stucker, be- 
reft of reason and suffering from con- 
cussion of the brain, is in the county 
hospital as a result of her experience. 
She is not expected to recovér. 

Moaning, her clothes torn into shreds 
and bleeding from numerous wounds, 
the woman was fdund eariy Sunday 
morning lying on the doorstep of a resi- 


pdence at 403 Morgan street, where she 


had been left by her assailants follow- 
ing the attack. In a dazed way she told 
of the treatment she had received and 
then lapsed into unconsciousness. She 
grew worse steadily. At times she be- 
came ¥iolently insane. 

The police believe Mrs. Stucker was 
the victim jof young men who attended 
a dance Saturday night ina hall near 
her home. These-men were intoxicated. 
the police say, and left the dance hall 
shortly after midnight, proceeding in 
the direction of Mrs. Btucker’s house.

When Mrs. Nocilair recovered enough 
to let the neighbors Know her plight. 
the county officials were notified, and 
a sheriff's posse ‘was started immediate- 
ly upon the track of the assailant. 

In Pensacola a crowd has gathered 
about the jail awaiting the return of 
the officers. Meanwhile, excitement is 
at white-heat, following so closely 
upon the lynching of the negro Shaw 
two weeks ago, after a battle at the 
jail, in which three men were killed 
and nine wounded.

Some Extraerdinary Occasions. 


Mor instance, in case of an invasion 
of the state, the governor might call 
the legislature together to devise 
means for repelling the invasion, and 
to raise revenue for this purpose. If 
at the same thme an epidemic 
threatening the lives of the people and 
demoralizing business, this might also 
be included in the call. If there should 
aiso rise at the same time another 
crisis threatening the state’s property, 
this could likewise be included. In

Whether the governor will hold that

The Daily News was formerly owned 
by E. T. Bethel, an Englishman, who 
recently was sentenced to a term in 
prison at Shanghai after a conviction 
in the“British consular court for using 
the columns of his paper to incite the 
Koreans to riot. 

The Korean national loan redemption 
fund was originally collected partly 
with the assistance of Bethel’s news- 
paper with the object of paying the 
Korean national debt to Japan. It was 
asserteg by Bethel’s friends that the 
arrest of the Korean editor of The 
News was secured by the Japanese be- 
cause he. was the chief witness in be- 
half of Bethel during the latter's trial 
yesterday The Korean editor, who was 
seriously ill, was sent to a _ hospital. 
During the transfer he eluded his 
@uardgs and went to Bethel’s office. 
Bethel hoisted the British flag over his 
gate and refused to allow the police to 
enter or to surrender the prisoner, 
claiming for him extra territorial pro- 
tection. The British consul, who has 
been embarrasseqg by: Bethel's action, 
is conferring by cable with Ambassa- 
dor MacDonald at Tokio as to what 
course to pursue. 

The whole affair has created a great 
sensation in Korea and its final de- 
velopment will be enjoyed by every one 
except the British consul and the 
Korean and Japanese authorities.

_ Pekin, August 13.—The killing in* thie 
city early this month of a Japanese 
army officer supposed to be a spy and 
traijor by Japanese army soldiers at- 
tached to the Pekin legation, will re-

of the legation precincts. 
The officer in question was Capfain 
Kawakita. He the artillery 
brancn of the Hiroshima division, and 
he was formerly an Instructor jn the 
Chinese military college at Pao Ting- 
Fu. He was charged with selling Jap- 
anese military secrets to a _ foreign 
power and disappeared, disguised as a 
Chinaman, hiding near the war offices 
in Pekin. This knowledged was com- 
municated to the legation guards and 
a detachment was sent out to capture 
him. He resisted arrest, whereupon 
the guard fired at and wounded the 
captain and he died two days later in 
the hospital of the legation guard.

He explains fur- 
ther that the resistance of the prisoner 
was unforeseen and that his consequent 
shooting could not be avoided. The 
Chinese government is not satisfied 
with this explanation and considers that 


its authority has been ignored. The 
incident has created a g0od deal of 
feeling On both sides.

Not only those business men whose 
transactions are on the largest scale, but 
women who do the smallest bit of shopping 
are interested--or should be-~in this question.

“The amount of misery, grief, disap- 
pointment, suspicion and hate caused by a 
system which wrapped up one thing when 
the buyer expected another, and took advan- 
tage of his innocence and ignorance as to 
quality and value, cannot be computed in 
figures. Suffice it to say that duplicity in 
trade has had to go. The self-preservation 
of the race demanded honesty, square dealing 
and one price toall. The change came only 
after a struggle, and we are not quite sure of 
the one price yet. 


“But we have gotten thus far, that the 
man who cheats in trade is taboo. Honesty 
as a business asset is fully recognized. 


“Tf you would succeed in business you can 
not afford to sell a man something he does 
not want; neither can you afford to disap- 
point him in quality any more than in count. 
To make a sale and acquire an enemy is poor 
policy.

What the legislature didn’t do stands 
Out more prominently this year than 
what was done by that body in fifty 
days, and was left over, some of it, 
for the “extra session’'’ which will be 
called, it is stated. for Monday, Aug- 
ust 24, or Tuesday, August 25.

NOT AFFECTED BY NEW LAW 


IN FULTON 


With the exception of the early clos- 
ing of the books, the registration of vot- 
ers in Fulton county will not be af- 
fected by the ‘“‘pure registration law,’ 
just passed by the legislature, according 
to Tax Collector Andy™ Stewart, who 
heartily approves of the law, 

The new law provides that voters may 
not be registered by any one save the 
tax collector or his deputies. Mr. Stew- 
art says this will in no why interfere 
with facilities which in the past he has 
afforded to laboring men and those liv- 
ing in the rurai districts to register 
without going to the courthouse. He has 
a deputy in each militia district and the 
registration at the Southern shops and 
other places where large-bedies of work- 
ing men could be reached, has always 
been done under the supervision of one 
of his deputies. 

Speaking of the new registration law, 
Tax Collector A. P. Stewart said: 

“Tl want it distinctly understood that 
I ama not opposed to the new law. I par- 
ticularly approve the feature which gives 
ample time for canvassing and purging 
the registration lists. Twenty days 1S 
too short a time for that purpose. I[ow- 
ever, I think sixty days would have been 
time enough. I am satisfied we could 
get through in that length of time and 
haridle the lists carefully and thorougn- 
ly. 

“As to the oath, we have always re- 
quired every person coming here to reg- 
ister to take and subscribe to the Offi- 
cia) form of oath, and in every case it 
has been’ done before me or one of my 
deputies. 

“The provision which 
closing of the registration lists six 
months wrior to the election, will, in 
my opinion, shut out something like 5,000 
voters in Fulton county aloné. There 
are that many voters who, as a rule, 
put off registration until the last mo- |

There were sound reasons for this declaration. Many members of the 
depend upon their actions.

But more than that, there has been complaint against the early primary 
on the ground that it seriously hampered the farmer vote. Every farmer 
would like to cast his ballot, but if the election comes at a time when his 
crops demand his attention, it is a foregone conclugion that he will not leave! 
them for the privilege of suffrage. 

it was that which brought most serious condemnation upon the primary 
of June 4, fixed by the late state executive committee, in the face of prom- 
ises that there would be no more early primaries. 

But the convention of June 23 settled the policy of late primaries, and 
the primary of 1916 would have followed the close of the legislative session 
in August, whethey the legislature had enacted the new primary laW or not. 

In establishing the primary date not longer than sixty days prior to the 
State election, the general assembly, therefore, has adopted the precedent set 
by the new state platform and made it a fixture in future elections. 

The sixty-day limit does not quite hdld the date to the close of legislative 
sessions, but it stands to reason that no future executive committee would 
name a primary date earlier than-sine die adjournment.

All new pupils must get tickets for admis- 
mission to the schools. Children who drop- 
ped out of school before the close of the 
scholastic year in June will have to get tick- 
ets of adriiission and be examined for assign- 
ment to grade. This includes pupils who were 
not at school the last day only without ex- 
cuse. 

I’nder the law of the board, all children who 
go to the city schools are required to attend 
the schools in the districts in whioh they 
live. If children had transfers or special 
tickets last year to schools out of their dis- 
tricts, those transfers and special tickets are 
not good for the ensuing year. The prin- 
cipals of the schools are instructed to send 
home all children going to their schools out 
of the districts in which they live. It will 
save parents confusion and inconvenience by 
observing the rule. , : 

Some boundary lines were changed during 
the summer by the board of education with a 
view to placing the school population as 
conveniently to school buildings as possible, 
and there are some children who will find it 
necessary to get transfer tickets to the school 
of their new districts.
